MEANS ‘BUSINESS 


Plain Matter of Whether. 
Stock Exchange or Re- 
serve Board Will Con- 
trol U.S. Money Market.

Washington, April 7.—In the im- 


the federal reserve board stands 
squarely on its determination. The 
exact objective of this determination, 
as expressed in the board’s own words, 
is “a readjustment in the credit sit- 
uation with a view to assuring trade 
and industry of a continueus supply 
of bank credit at reasonable rates.” 
The. precise mechanism for bringing 
about the readjustment aimed at is not 
put In. specific words. It is clearly 
indicated, however, when’ the board de- 
scribes what it calls the progress al- 


ready made. As the board puts it, 

rogress in this readjustment is in- 
dicated by the degline in brokers’ 
leans.” What the board aims at, 
therefore, is still greater reduction in 
brokers’ loans. 

To try to find an exact statement 
of the rd’s purpese in its own 
words is not necessary. Everybody un- 
derstands :clearly that the aim-—is to 
reduce the amount of money and 
credit now being used for specula- 
tion, chiefly on the New York stock 
exchange. In this purpose the board 
has had cooperation by many bankers 
who make loans to brokers, and who, 
in deference to the board’s request, 
have reduced the amount of such 
loans. The board now wants a fur- 
ther amount of what it calls “volun- 
tary cooperation.” Such cooperation 
can come from two sources, It can 
come from the bankers who lend, or 
ean come from the brokers and 
ulators who borrow. Of the tysvo, 
cooperation from the brokers anil 


and the less painful. Unless such vol- 
untary cooperatien comes, the board 
utters a plain threat. They say: “In 
case the gtment. is 
brought a untary coopers: | 
tion, however, the Sederal reserve sys- 
-tem may adopt other methods of in- 
fluencing the situation.” 


Slowing Up Business. 


What these “other methods” might 
be is not easy to say. The one direct 
method that the system has under the 
law is to increase the interest rates 
for rediscount, which are already 
high. In the present condition that 
method defeats itself. To increase the 
official rediscount rate is to make 
money and credit dear for ordinary 
trade and industry. That would have 
the effect of slowing up ordinary busi- 
ness, which is exactly what the fed- 
eral reserve board fears and wants to 
prevent, 
It has been suggested that the 
board, in addition to its specific pow- 
er of fixing interest rates for redis- 
count, has certain “implied powers.” 
That the board has any “implied pow- 
ers” in the legal or constitutional 
sense, is open to doubt. It has also 
been suggested that the board might 
ask congress for more power. Such a 
request is unlikely to originate with 
the board 

If congress takes any action about 
the present credit situation, . the 
initiative will come from within con- 
gress itself. Such action might go 
further than would be wished by the 
board. Indeed, if congress does any- 
thing. it might not confine itself to 
amending the federal reserve act. It 
might make’a direct approach toward 
doing something about speculation 
considered as an activity on its own 
merits. The possibility of action by 
congress is alluded to by a banker 
who was one of the earliest to cail 
attention to the dangers of the pres- 
ent situation, Paul M. Warburg: Mr. 
Warburg spoke of “orgies of unre- 
strained speculation,” and of “stock 
exchange operators, who have now 
for many months governed the flow 
of money.” He concluded by saying 
“the banking fraternity would be well 
advised to anticipate radical congres- 
sional proposals by taking the lead in 
seeking the lines along which reform 
may be brought about.” 


“Other Methods.” 


Omitting the possibility of congres- 
sional action, it would seem as if the 
“other methods” mentioned in the 
threat of the federal reserve board 
would consist of some kind of exercise 
of the prestige which it undoubtedly 
has. If we accept Hanker Warburg's 
analysis, the situation consists of a 
question whether the “American 
money market” is to be “controlled,” 
aa he puts it, by oe exchange 
operators” or by the fedéral reserve 
system. In such a contest, it is dif- 
ficult to conceive that such an impor- 
tant arm of the government as the 
federal reserve system is should be 
the loser.

PROHIBITION COSTS 
$300,000,000. 

Washington, April 7.—Prohibition 
enforcement by all agencies of the fed- 
eral government most concerned in 
that — during the past nine 
years will have cost between $250.- 
000,000 and $300,000,000 by June 
30, 1920, it was learned today. 

This total is made. up of prohibi- 
tion expenditures by various Dranch- 
es of the treasury department charged 
with detecting dry law violators and 
the justice department which prose 


|cutes them. 


The largest amount for enforcing 
prohibition is spent by the treasury 
whose bureau wilfhave expended an 
aggregate of $17,000,000 for the 

ne years ending June 

The amount spent by the justice 
department on such work cannot be 
estimated accurately because that de- 
partment has never separated its 
prohibition law funds from other en- 
forcement money. Kstimates of the 
amount spent by this department, 
however, place it at about $90,000,- 
000 for the nine years, which repre- 
sent one-third of the department's 
total expenditure since 1920. 

Official figures obtained from the 
prohibition. bureau place that agen- 
cy’s total expenditure up to next 
June 30 at ,122,285, an average 
of nearly $10,000,000 annually. The 
coast guard ranks second with total 


expenditures for the same period of | 
$82,657,730 for its law enforcement | 


activities. More than a_ score of 
navy destroyers were also transferred 
free to .the coast guard for its rum 
patrol. 
$50,000,000 This Year. 

Customs service apptopriations for 
prohibition have aggregated $2,000.- 
000 since 1927 when the border rum 
patrol was organized. Prior to this, 
the customs service spent little on 
prohibition enforcement. 


On the basis of these figures, to 
which must be added $2,700,000 set 
aside in the urgency deficiency bill 
for this year, the total expenditures 
since prohibition became the law of 
the land are $263,480,015, but this 
figure is believed to be considerably 
less than the actual total spent. It 
takes no account also of the expen- 
ditures by the states, or, on the other 
hand, of reimbur#ements through 
fines and forfeitures, 

In the nine years, therefore. the 
federal government has spent some- 
what less than the $300,000.000 which 
Prohibition Commissioner James M. 
Doran believes should be provided an- 
nually for an adequate law enforce- 
ment program. 

During: this same period, accord- 
ing to official treasury figures, there 
were 190 lives lost in federal dry law 
enforcement, 135 civilians and 55 fed- 
eral dry agents being slain. 


Expenditures during the Hoover 
administration for  prohibitien en- 
forcement are expected to be greater 
than ever before in dry law history. 
Appropriations this year aggregate 
nearly $50,000,000. Congress is ex- 
pected to appropriate at least this 
much next year and may authorize ad- 
ditional expenditures. 


STATEMENT ON DEATHS 
DECLARED DECEPTIVE.

His statement was made to Captain 
Philip H. Seott, commander of the 
Norfolk division of the coast guard, 
and disagrees with the story of the 
shelling as told by Captain Karl An- 
derson, master of the Juan and Pilot 
Paul FE. Kestersan, who boarded the 
boat to bring it up the bay. 

Kesterson asserted that the last 
shot fired would have struck the 
Juan had he not swung the sbip from 
her course. He said that this shell 
wereamed over the stern of the ship 
and that the previous one fell abvut 
three lengths astern. 

Michaelson alxo said that he fired 
five times, and not six, as reported 
by the master and pilot of the Juan. 
The coast guardsman said that he 
fired fired a blank shell, that he 
followed this with a solid shot ani 
then with a volley of three more solid 
shots. He added that no liquor ex- 
cept that in medieal stores and noted 
on the ship's manifest, was found. 

Kesterson said that he had paid 
no attention to the first shells fired, 
as he believed them to be the re- 
sumption of target practice which had 
been in progress on the bay for sey- 
eral days.

Few Senators Impeached.

The first on record was that of United 
States Senator William Blount, of 
Tennessee, in 1799, but the charges 
were subsequently dropped. President 
Andrew Johnson was impeached and 
acquitted. William W. Belknap, sec- 
retary of war, was tried and act nitted 
in 1876. For the rest, the United 
States senate has listened to charges 
against seven judges and convicted 
three: istrict Judge John Pickering, 
of New Mexico; District Judge West 
Hi. Humphreys, of Tennessee, and 
Judge Robert W. Archbald, of the 
commerce court. 

District Judge James H. Peck, of
